Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 25—Realizing 


the state militia in Atlanta is at pres- 
ent inadequate to meet the demands, 
Sheriff Nelms this mo.rning swore in 
250 deputies and has gone to see the 
governor to ask for arms. The situ- 
ation-at Brownsville, where the 400 
Gammon theological seminary stu- 
dents are under arrest with^the pres- 
ident and faculty, is unchanged. Ev- 
ery armed negro is being arrested 
and every negro who tries to run the 
gauntlet is being shot down. One has 
been killed. A report has just been 
received at the police station that two 
negro men and a negro woman who 
had fired on a party of passing whites 
on Randolph street, In Darktown, had 
been shot and killed by officers, who 
were rushed to the scene. The gov- 
ernor is now considering placing the 
ciyt utfder martial law.

Slensland Leaves Xew Vork This Aft-

New Vork, Sept. '23—Sleiisland, the 


Chicago banker, brought back froiii 
Tangier, where lie 
had 
lied

a formal waiver of his right to con-

cago authorities. He started for Chi- 
cago this afternoon. 


New York, Sept. 25.—Important dis- 


closures are expected when the 
offi- 


cers get back to Chicago with Paul O. 
Stensland, the fugitive banter arrest- 
ed at Tangier, Morocco, and brought 
back on the steamer Prinz Adelbert. 


Harry Olsen, assistant state's at- 


torney of Illinois, who accompanied 
Btensland, stated that the prisoner 
made a confession to him while en 
route from Tangier. 


Mr. Olson says Stensland's confes- 


sion had to do particularly with the 
forged notes. It was necessary, how- 
ever, for him to have the notes in his 
possession during his conference with 
Ctensland in order to complete the 
confession. In order to save time he 
hoped to receive these notes at Toledo 
or Cleveland, and so have the confes- 
sion in full when he reached Chicago. 


Mr. Olson also stated that in Stens- 


land's confession the latter implicated 
prominent men of Chicago not direct- 
ly concerned or connected with the 
wrecked bank. 


Theodore Stensland, the banker's 


son, issued a statement in which he 
said his father would plead guilty to 
indictments charging violation of the 
Illinois state banking laws after he 
examined the indictment, but would 
not plead guilty to forgery. He said 
h« would reveal everything leading up 
to the wrecking of the Milwaukee Av- 
enue bank, and in so doing would im- 
plicate other men prominent in the 
financial circles of Chicago. He add- 
ed that if there was a shortage of 
more than $400.000 in the accounts of 
the bank his father woifld prove that 
Cashier Bering is responsible for ev- 
erything above that amount. 


Stensland was ill more or less dur- 


ing the voyage. 
He sometimes ap- 


peared on deck, but did not minsle 


with the passengers. 
He denied tha 


he attempted suicide, but said he fe! 
out of bed while at Tangier and thi 
was exaggerated into a report of hi 
attempting suicide.

Growing Out of the Bloody Riots at 


Atlanta—Negroes Ambush 


Officers. 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 25.—Reports ot 


slaughter Monday night in various 
parts of Atlanta after the most care- 
ful investigation resolved themselves 
into one fight between a number of 
county policemen and deputies and an 
unknown number of negroes. 


This fight took place in South At- 


lanta, about three miles from the 
«ity's center and in' the vicinity of 
Clark university, a negro institution. 
James L. Heard, a policeman, was 
killed, and four other officers were 
wounded. Th~e number of negroes 
dead is not known, possibly never will 
be known, but the officers claimed to 
have counted from six to 15 dead or 
dying negroes on the ground. The 
excitement of the fight and the dark- 
ness of the night made the counting 
uncertain. 


Report'of the lynching of Zeb Long 


a negro, at Bast Point, a suburb eight 
miles south of the city, caiised some 
excitement. Long was arrested Sun- 
day night charged with disorderly 
conduct. He threatened the marshal 
of the town and appeared to be pre- 
pared to carry out his threats. He 
•was taken from jail and hanged in 
the woods half a mile from the town.
